Hard on Workers 

This new situation is bound

The protests which 
are certain to come from the 
Opposition over this are likely 
to worry the Government less 
than the danger of renewed 
wace demands from the trade 
wnions.

Had matters been left thus,

However L received 
a ietter on February 24 ad- 
dressed to me by the Director 
of the Special Trade Depart- - 
ment which states that it was 
only due to specia! reasons that 
the shipment of foodstuffg was 
released to me. The tter 
then goes on to a rather cryp- 
tic warning that in the future 
I will not be permitted to re- 
eeive such shipments. The 
letter does not mention any 
powers under which the writer 
is authorizea to make euch a 
statement — as it indeed con- 
tradicts the previously . an- 
nounced policy of the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry. 

This entire affair points up 
a number of vital issues. One 
ef them is whether the pro- 
cess of Government ‘is to be 
subject to whims of bureau- 
cratic officialdom who shall 
be free to suspend or abolish 
any accepted policy withont 
previously bringing to public 
knowledge any amendments. 

Perhaps an even more im- 
portant issue is whether immi- 
grants from the Western 
countries are to be forced to 
lower their standard of living 
even if they are financially 
capable of maintaining them- 
selves at a level which in some 
way approaches the standard 
to which they are accustomed. 
If the authorities are so in-
